A* the Dally sees It, from 
the facts at hand, Miss Simpson was 
guilty of no gravbr offense than is 
committed daily by practically every 
postm aster of the land. 
In no office 
is perfect service given, and In no 
office will a flawless score ever be 
made so long as postma*ters are held 
i ‘sponsible for every action of their 
SubmV.'tu 
In the Hartsefle case. It is charged, 
and the charge ha~ not been refuted, 
that political enemies of the post­ 
m aster were active in securing an in­ 
vestigation of the office at a time 
that she wfas known to be out of the 
city. 
Tjds smacks a bit 
of 
dark 
lantern methods and does not appeal 
to the chivalry Of the average man 
nor to even a minimized sense of 
fair play. 
The Daily Is free to say 
that it does not believe that many 
postm asters would retain th e # offices 
long were similar tactics resorted to 
to obtain their removal.

The first step in controlling all in­ 
sects that attack stored corn is to 
,ather the earliest maturing corn as 
oon as it is maturad enough to feed, 
l'his can be done in about six weeks 
lite r the corn is in roasting ear stage, 
and if gathered thus promptly, with 
the shuck on, practically all oí th* in­ 
sects of the first generation can be­ 
taken out of the field and the infesta­ 
tion of later com can be prevented to 
a very large degree. 
The second step should consist in 
the selection in the field from th< 
standing stalks of an abundance of 
.seed ears for next years planting 
Particular attention should be paid 
to the long, tight-fitting 
husk 
ant 
pendent qualities which tend to give 
weevil resistance. Both of these mat­ 
ters will be found more fully con 
$idered in other articles. 
The third step mlates to tbe main 
croo. This should be gathered as soon 
as possible after it is thoroughly ma­ 
tured. 
The sooner com Is placed where the 
insects can be controlled the better 
It is for the corn. 
The main crop 
nhould be gathered by breaking the 
ear from the shuck in the field as thiu 
practice leaves fully three-fourths oi 
the adult insects fn the field instead 
pf putting them all in the crib as is 
done when the corn Is gathered an-i 
Stored with the shuck on. With a lit 
le practice and by the aid of a husk 
ng pin or hook the bare ears can b 
gathered practically aa rapidly as they 
can in the slip shuck. 
Numerous careful experiments have 
shown that com from the same field 
loses less than half as much froir 
weevil attack during a full season 
storage where shucked before storage 
as does similar com stored with the 
shuck on. Shucks are a protection ,tc 
the ears while they are growing and 
maturing but after that they are fa: 
more of a protection to the insect? 
while they attack the grain than tr 
the grain itself. 
Separate Infested and Uninfested Ears. 
Shucking the corn In the field, or al 
least before It is placed in the cril’ 
enables the farmer to separate the 
Infested and uninfested ears so that 
they may be stored separately. 
Ears 
with open, exposed tips or loose buska 
will always have the major part ol 
the weevils and it is pretty safe to 
consider these as infested in ail ex 
cept very late maturing com. 
Other 
ears on which no Insects appear may 
be safely classed as uninfested. 
Store the infested ears where they 
will he disposed of first, in feeding or 
by sale. It may be advisable to fumi 
gate fhis portion of the crop with car­ 
bon disulphid. or “high life.” 
Fumi­ 
gation calls for a tight room to con 
fine the gas in killing strength for sev­ 
eral hours. The tighter the room ths 
less “high life” will be required and 
the more thorough the insect control

~The uninfested ears, and all very- 
late maturing corn is likely to be un­ 
infested, may be stored in almost any 
kind of a shelter in which it will be 
kept dry and kept until the following 
June or July with very little insect 
injury, and without requiring any fumi­ 
gation to protect It.
